MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH’S  REPORT  FOR  1894 


To  the  Chairman  of  the  Tettenhall  Distr-ict  Council. 

Sir, 

One  hundred  and  forty  two  Births  and  Sixty-nine  Deaths 
were  registered  during  the  year. 

Estimating  the  population  to  the  middle  of  189-f  at  534-f, 
that  Avould  give  a  Birth  rate  of  26  5  and  a  Death  rate  of  12-9. 

The  Infant  mortality  was  77‘4.

Death  is  attributed  to  the  folloAving  causes  :  Scarlet  Fever, 
1  ;  Diphtheria,  5  ;  Croup,  1  ;  Puerperal  Fe\  er,  1  ;  Erysipelas,  1  ; 
Measles,  3  ;  Whooping  Cough,  1  ;  Dysentery,  1  ;  Bheumatic 
Fever,  1;  Consumption,  4;  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia,  13; 
Injuries,  2  ;  all  other  diseases,  35. 

The  age  at  death  is  shown  in  Table  A. 

Infectious  Diseases.  Sixty-two  cases  of  Infectious 
Diseases  were  notified,  viz : — Scarlet  Fever,  46;  Diphtheria,  12; 
Tvphoid,  2  ;  Erysipelas,  1  ;  Membranous  Crou]!,  1. 

Forty  houses  Avere  infected,  viz  ; — Scarlet  Fever,  28  ; 
Diphtheria,  8  ;  Typhoid,  2  ;  Erysipelas,  1  ;  Croup,  1. 
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Some  cases  of  Measles  and  AVhooping  Cough  occured  during 
the  year. 

Seventeen  cases  of  Scai'let  Fever  were  treated  in  the 
Infectious  Hospital  and  three  at  the  Wolverhampton  General 
Hospital. 

Keference  to  Table  E  will  show  that  the  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Diphtheria  Epidemics  were  more  extensive  than  at  any  time  since 
the  constitution  of  the  Board. 

Scarlet  Fever  occured  more  or  less  throughout  the  year 
at  scattered  centres,  at  Finchfield,  Compton,  Tettcnhall  AVood, 
and  Tettenhall,  and  in  most  instances  it  was  impossible  to  connect 
one  case  with  others.  The  disease  Avas  of  a  mild  type  and  only 
one  death  took  place. 

It  will  l)e  necessary  to  enter  more  fully  into  the  history  of 
the  outbreak  of  Diphtheila. 

On  January  1  a  boy  in  Nursery  AAbalk  contracted  the 
disease.  The  water  was  analysed  and  condemned  and  was 
probably  the  source  of  the  disease. 

On  June  6  a  boy  of  3  Avas  attacked  in  the  LoAver  Street, 
and  died  July  18.  The  sanitary  surroundings  Avere  bad  and  the 
midden  rarely  emptied. 

On  Jnly  22  a  girl  of  13  AA-as  notified  to  haA'e  the  disease 
and  died  the  next  day.  It  ajApears  she  had  been  ill  for  six  days. 
The  disposal  of  offal  on  these  premises  has  constantly  occupied  the 
attention  of  the  Board. 

On  September  5  a  giil  of  5  died  of  Diphtheiia  after  a  A'erj' 
short  illness  at  AA'ightAvick.  The  offensive  condition  of  the  brook 
Avas  in  all  probability  responsible  for  the  illness, 
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From  Scptcnilter  10  to  14  four  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred 
at  the  Old  Workhouse,  Wrottesley  Lane.  Tliree  of  these  recovered 
hut  one  child  died.  The  in.sanitary  condition  of  this  building  was 
fully  reported  to  the  Board  at  that  time.  The  water  was 
contaminated  and  the  place  riddled  with  cesspools. 

On  September  20  and  22  two  mild  cases  of  Diphtheria 
Avere  reported  from  Wightwick.  They  lived  in  an  old  and  over¬ 
crowded  house  Avith  a  Avell  liable  to  contamination. 

A  girl  of  17  contracted  Diphtheria  at  her  situation  in 
Penn  Fields.  She  Avas  sent  homo  and  died  in  a  short  time. 

The  last  case  Avas  reported  fi'om  Lime  Street,  Tottonhall, 
on  November  4.  The  c.ause  of  the  infection  Avas  not  apparent 
from  the  surrounding  conditions. 

In  all  there  Avere  12  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  8  houses,  five 
cases  being  fatal. 

Tavo  cases  of  Typhoid  Avero  reported.  The  first  on 
January  3rd  from  Grove  Lane  •  Avas  removed  to  the  General 
Hosjjital  Avhere  the  patient  died.  The  Avater  supply  had  been 
condemned  in  the  previous  year,  but  till  94  it  Avas  impossible  to 
lay  on  a  supply  of  tap  Avater. 

The  other  case  Avas  reported  on  July  17  and  recoA’ered. 

Measles.  The  Tetteidiall  Wood  Schools  Avere  closed 
from  March  6th  to  April  7th,  oAving  to  an  outbreak  of  Moa.sles 
Avhich  attacked  about  40  children  attending  the  Schools. 

The  condition  of  the  Smestow  Brook  during  the  year  Avas 
deplorable.  The  efforts  of  the  Board  to  keep  this  Avater  course 
clear  by  preventing  pollution  in  its  course  through  Tettenhall,  and 
the  cleansing  of  the  brook  in  1893,  have  been  rendered 
nugatory  by  the  volume  of  seAvage  contributed  Ijy  other 
authorities. 
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The  Insanitary  conditions  of  property  in  School  lioad, 
Tettcnhall  Wood,  Wightwick,  and  Wrottesley  Lane,  which  were 
reported  to  the  Board,  have  been  remedied. 

During  the  year  23  samples  of  water  were  analysed  and 

1 1  condemned  as  unfit  for  use. 

Tap  water  has  been  laid  on  102  houses. 

130  houses  were  connected  with  the  sewere  during  the 
year  making  a  total  of  730  houses  connected  since  the  new 
sewerage  scheme  came  into  operation. 

Foul  conditions  and  structural  defects  of  houses  have  been 
I'emedied  in  25  instances;  7G  ashpits  have  been  cleared;  13 
deposits  of  manure  removed  ;  4  water  closets  l)uilt ;  23  defecti\  e 
traps  made  good  ;  and  nuisances  from  animals  abated  in  0  cases. 

The  Inspectors  of  nuisances  have  made  20  inspections  of 
Milkshops  and  Dairies  ;  40  of  Cowsheds  ;  24  of  Bakehouses;  and 

12  of  Slaughterhouses.
